: A River of Extremes 

In China the Yangtze basin Is the 
home of half of China’s population. 
From the standpoint of the amount 
of water enrried annually the Yang- 
‘tze ranked second only to the Amazon. 
At Hankow, for Instance, the amount 
of silt carried was ns 500 is to 
1,000,000 parts by weight, tc. every 
necond during flood 30 tons of silt are 
carricd past Hankow every second per 
day, In other words the. annual silt 
carriago is. sufficient to bury both 
Shanghai settlements to 1 depth of 
26 ft, in one year, ; 

Rarely does .a river present maxi. 
mum or, minimum extremes. The 
business of the Yangtze Conservancy 
commission was to study the Yangtze 
in ‘all its. varying maods, like a doc+ 
tor, as it were, to dingnose the dis- 
eases from which. the river is suffer- 
ing, The American Government re- 
quires n 10 years’ study of o river 
‘bofore*Congress will appropriate funds 
for the betterment of its conditions. 
The Commission now has prepared a 
large amount of data for official use.’ 

As an example between Woosung 
and Hankow. a distance of 600 miles, 
there are about only 23 miles un- 
navigable at the lowest water for ves- 
sels of 12 ft, draught. There are 10 
places of difficulty, caused by islands. 
As the river channel is broadened by 
the presence of islands, its velocity is 
lessened and silt is doposited.. One 
method recommended from other pro- 
jects is to build submerged dam 
nbove the island, closing one channel. 
The waters are then precipitated 
through the’ other channel at igh 
speed. At .Hankow, the minimum: 
flow is 6,000 cubic metres per second, 
the maximum being 60,000 cubic 
metres per second. Nature pumps 
water to the clouds from the sen. 
Were man.to jump the flow of the 
Yangtze from the Yellow Sea to Ku- 
ting, it would require 1,500,000,000 h.p.. 
or.an hourly consumption of coal of 
1,500,000 tons, enough to bankrupt the 
nations of the world, 

An Inland Sea at One Time 

After speaking nt some length of 
the technical measurements which 
this commission and other organisa-. 
tions have made on the river regard- 
ing relative levels, Col. Stroebe in- 
troduced a number of maps, .one, o 
prehistoric map of China being of 
great interest. According tothe be- 
lief of some geologists, the. whole 
theory not having been proved by dig-- 
ging, an inland sea extended over the 
present city of Kaifeng. Shantung

CHILE LOYAL TO HER OLD 
_.. PREFERENCE 


— ; 
TWO MORE SUBMARINES 


Yet another link has been forged 
between the Navies of Great Britain 
and Chile. Two submarines, the 
“Capitan Thompson". ‘and. the 
“Almirant: Simpson,” have , been 


‘Jaunched at the Vickers-Armstrong 


yard at Barrow. ‘These namea have 
an English sound, and their slater 


‘| hip is named after, the gallant 


Captain: O'Brien, who, with Lord 
Cochrane, joined the Chilean. Navy 
in 1818. O’Brien was killed while 
boarding the Spanish . frigate 
“Esmeralda,” and for over 'a century 
Chile has named a number of her 
warships after him and after other 
Englishmen, She has thus shown 
her gratitude to the brave hand of 
British seamen who, under Lord 
Cochrane, did so much to help the 
to throw off the 
yoke of Spain. ‘ 
”- Serving Cer Britain 

The “Chilean Fleet” consists al-, 
most entirely of British-bullt ships. 
The only battleship, the “Almirante 
Latorre,” was completing in Eng- 
land when war broke out. She 
was absorbed into the British 
Navy, served In the “Grand Fleet” 
under the name of Canada, and 
fought at Jutland. ., In 1919 she 
was handed back to the Chilean 
Navy, and is still one of the most 
powerful warships in the world. 
In'1914 four destroyers which were 
building in England for Chile were 
tali:n into the British Fleet.. One, 
the “Tipperary,” was, sunk at Jut- 
Jand, and the other three, the 
“Botha,” “Faulkner,” and “Broke,” 
did yeoman service in the North 
Sen. All three are now serving in 
the Chilean Fleet, as are six H. 
Class submarines which were handed 
to Chite after the war in part pay- 
ment. . : 

The old ships were nearly all 
built on the Tyne, and when it be- 
came neceszary for Chile to replace 
her old ships, she turned once more 
to Great Britain, Six destroyers 
are now completing at Southampton, 
three submarines at Barrow, ' two 
Fleet Auxiliaries on the Tyne, and 
the “Alm‘rante Latorre” is about to 
refit in Devonport Dockyard. 

‘British Made Traditions 

British yards have obtained this 
work in the face of keen comneti- 
tion ‘from other countries, and it {s 
thanks to the Chilean Government 
not allowing financial considerations 
to oubweigh their traditional policy 
of “buying British,” where war- 
ships are concerned, that the ships 
are being bujlt at a time when work 
in the shipyards is more than wel- 
come, - 

Since the days of Cochrane the 
personnel of the Chilean Navy has 


heen’ modelled pon British dis-| 


cipline and traditions, Many Chi- 
lean officers have been trained In 
our Naval School and many have 
served in the Fleet. They have al- 
ways been welcomed and have al- 
ways won rezpect from their. British 
brother officers. In the past several 
British, Missions have guided ‘the 
development of the Chilean Navy, 
and one is now. serving at ‘Val- 
paraiso. A Chilean Naval Mission 
is now In England under the com- 
mand of Admiral Costa Pelle, and 
he and his officers have made an 
impression upon ail with whom they 
have had to deal by their technical 
knowledge and their evident pro- 
fessional ability. With her long 
coast line Chile has o large seafar- 
ing population, and it is natural 
that with, more than-a century of 
high tradition behind her she should 


; produce naval officers of the highest 


type. Her Navy is a small one, but 
it ig first-class, and it may yet be 
destined to play an important part 
in world politics in the Pacific 
Ocean, ;

» CONGRATULATED 


“PARISH PUMP” AFFAIRS 


The annual’ meeting of the 
Kowloon Residents’ Association 
was held yesterday in St Andrew's 
Church ‘Hall. Mr. E. Cock, 
M.B.E., (President) was. in the 
chair, supported by Mr. B. Wong 
Tane (Vice-President), Mr. E. 
Abraham (Hon. Treasurer) and 
Mr. C. M, Manners, 0.B.E., (Hon, 
Seeretary). ° est: . 
Addressing, the meeting Mr. 
Cock said:—In the past twelve 
months the Committee has work- 
ed along the lines of its predeces-, 
gors and we have endeavoured by 
constitutional methods to bring to 
the notice of controlling powers 
any matters which we think re- 
quire redress or any suggestions 
which, can be made for- improve- 
ment. i 
Speaking generally no action is 
“taken by any individual member 
without the approval of the Com- 
mittee. Now, once’a policy has 
been decided upon and approval 
given of action it would appear to 
be plain sailing, but a ‘perusal of 
+the correspondence regarding the 
cutting down of the trees’ in 
. Nathan-road will show that it is 
at times very difficult to direct 
our enquiries straight to the,con-J 
cerned department since we may 
not be aware to which depart- 
ment we should write and, as in 
the case quoted, we arrive too 
ate. : 


Fruitless Correspondence 
Since 1924 we have made little 
' progress in the matter of improv- 
ing the Star Ferry approach and, 
from our experience regarding 
the itrees, we were afraid that if 
we pursued the ordinary channels 
we might become involved in a 
fruitless correspondence with the 
Public Works Department and so 
we asked if we cquid be ‘given 
particul@rs of the proposed lay 
_out before we went on to matters 
connected with it. The Director of 
Public Works kindly gave the 
Sub-Committee an interview and 
showed, us’ Scheme K—Presum- 
ably the eleventh. This is-an ex- 
ecllent, though rather expensive 
Jay out and we were at a loss to 
know why it included the cutting 
away of a considerable amount of 
ground on,the north side of Salis- 
bury-road when, on the face of it, 
it would be easier and cheaper to 
work on the south side. It came 
out that the land on the south 
side was under the control and 
more or less at the disposal: of 
the Railway. So the ‘Railway 
authorities can say, apparently, 
‘without any regard to public re- 
‘quirements or desires that a 
hoarding Jany be put up anda 
garage erected, and ‘otherwise 
‘their land is inviolate. 
‘Land Control 
Now, if this.is so it is wrong. 
It is wrong because it causes un- 
necessary expense and it ig wrong 
because it stops development 
along the obviously proper lines. 
The case is made worse when one 
considers that many more people 
use the Star Ferry approach than 
they use the Railway. The fact 
obtrudes itself that the Railway 
stands in the way of the best de- 
velopment of Kowloon. It appro- 
_priates quite one half of the 
waterfront of the toe of the 
Peninsula, it has over one and a 
“half million square feet of valu- 
able land lying idle, it practically 
prohibits access. to the most 
southernly side and it has piers 
about three times as extensive as 
the public piers and which are 
‘scarcely used at all. I can only 
‘ touch lightly on the question in 
the time at my disposal. I have 
been told that the Railway is 
where it is because some day it, 
‘may be possible to get into’ the 
train at Kowloon and get off at 
Paris, This will be good if it 
‘doesn’t come too late. If it does 
come will it matter very much ‘to 
the traveller whether he embarks 
at Kowloon Point or Hunghom? 
‘Meantime, China is developing 
-roads and making more and more 
use of motor transport. 
Via Kowloon Point

long distance transport. The lay 
out of a railway and location of 
the termini is governed now by a 
different set of conditions from 
those which obtained thirty years 
ago. Up to thirty-three years 
ago the motor car was limited to 
a walking pace and led by a man 
with a red flag; thirty years ago 
no man. had flown-in a heavier 
than af®:machine and scientists 
could pkmost prove by analogy 
and otHefwise ‘that large -aero- 
planes, like the ostrich, wotild 
never fly. So the judgments of, 
thirty years ago, pinning their 
faith on railways, were right in 
their time. But their time has 
passed .and the sooner we see this 
and act upon it the better for us. 
Congratulations 

Thave strayed quite consider- 
ably from the “parish pump.” I 
read in some of the newspapers 
that the K.R.A. are not represen- 
tative. This is no new thought. 
It has been given me both public- 
ly and privately during my year 
of office. We are, we have always 
been, fist a body of men each 
with our small stake in the Colony 
collected together of all national- 
ities living in Kowloon to forward 
what we think is for the public 
good and I'venture to say that 
even if we only represent our- 
selves we have a claim on public 
support. We.have not sought to 
be in the Councils of the Empire 
but we do wish Kowloon to be and 
the retiring presidents in 1924 
and 1928 made reference to re- 
presentatives for Kowloon. I 
must confess that I thought they 
were rather progressive at the 
time and I take the opportunity of 
congratulating them on their fore- 
sight and, I am now speaking on 
behalf of the K.R.A- I most 
heartily congratulate the Hon. 
Mr, Braga and the Hon, Dr. Tso 
on their being made members of 
the Legislative Council. 

Support Promised 

For those of us who may form 
the new Committee I. have the 
authority to promise them every 
assistance in our power, both are 
members of our Association and, 
while we hope to preserve our 
separate entity, we shall keep 
them fully informed ‘of our acti- 
vities.. Our full Committee con- 
sists of eighteen members besides 
those holding office—our average 
attendance once a month during 
the year has been 70 per cent.; 
if the year has not been so fruit- 
ful-as we have wished, we have 
aimed at the stars even if we haye 
only hit the trees. ers

Shareholders will, I feel sure, 
want to know, why this. important 
and advantageous route which may 
be termed the “Queen’s-road con- 
cession” was not granted to this 
company. In reply to thatI can 
only gay that we applied to the 
Government four years ago for au- 
thority to provide either a motor 
bus or a trolley bus service. along 
the route in question and that Gov- 
ernment replied (in March 1925) 
to the effect that Quegen’s-road was 
too narrow and that “the present 
tramway supplemented by jlinriki- 
shas appears to be sufficient.” 

..Bus Service Begun. 

We applied again in August 1927 
but received only a formal .acknow- 
ledgment.’ | 

Feeling that it was only Queen’s- | 
road West that was regarded a3 
too narrow we applied on Febru- 
ary 24, 1928 to operate a service 
between Blake Pier and Taikoo 
via Queen’s-road Central, Queen’s- 
road East ‘and Caroline-road but 
this too. was turned down, 

In-June last however our appli- 
cation for powers to run buses 
anywhere along our own tram 
routes ‘was sanctioned. We can 
therefore—if it is thought desirable 
—run buses to and from Taikoo, 
but not via Queen’s-road. 

_An order was placed for six 25- 
senter buses a8 soon as we were 
certain we should be permitted to 
yun them and these were put on 
the road on November 5, At the 
outset they operated’ along the 
tram track betweén Western Mar- 
ket.and Happy Valley but, later, 
the Captain Superintendent of 
Police gave us permission to de- 
yiate’ somewhat from the tram 
track and from November 10 the’ 
buses have been maintaining a ser- 
vice between Wing, Lok wharf and 
Happy Valley via Connaught-road, 
Murray-road, and thence along the 
tram track and Warlchal-road. 

“Praya East Reclamation 

Recently we have been authoris- 
ed to operate buses along the new 
96 feet road on the Praya East Re- 
elamation and a further order for 
buses was accordingly placed 
last November, Compared with

DOGS RAISE ALARM 


Mystery at present surrounds the 
murder of a Chinese at old Kowloon 
Tong yeaterday afternoon: 

The first intimation of the affair 
was given «to the Police by Ping 
Chau, a gardener employed at the 
Luk Fung Sang garden. Ho sald 
that at about 6.30 p.m., yesterday, 
hia attention was attracted to tha 
furious barking of the dogs at Eli 
Cottage. : : 

‘Together with another gardener, 
Ping Chau went’ to investigate. . In 
the kitchen ‘of the Cottage they 
found Chan Stii (88) the gardener 
employed at the place, lying on the 
floor.. There was a piece of cord 
tied tightly round his neck, ‘and 
there was a wound ‘on his head. 

The man was still alive when Ping, 
Chau and bis'companion got to the 
Cottage, but died before the arrival 
‘of the police who were tmmedintely 
sent for. 


‘BH Cottage was ‘unoccupied atthe ’ 


time of the outrage and’ Chan Siu 
was the sole-caretaker. The motive 
of the crime is at present unknown 
and from appearance robbery was 
not committed, although the investi- 
gators surmise that the- assailant 
may have taken away some blankets 
and clothing.
